Post and nuts have 
the old-time hand-cut threads. Plates are the same thickness as the originals. Pierced brasses are hand- 
pierced.

As the color is in the brass itself, it is absolutely permanent, improves with age and requires no lacquer. We 
do not use sulphide dips which give the purpleish brown so-called antique color, nor do we use poisons, in our 
coloring.
